Report of Health Officer 


The health condition of Camden, as of the other 
communities of the State, remains very satisfactory. 

As perhaps you know, a few months ago Dr. 
Coombs of the State Bureau of Health stated that 
the general health of Maine as a whole has been 
above par for the entire year. 

The incidence of contagious diseases in Camden 
has been small. 

There is at present a small epidemic of Measles, 
and mild Influenza is prevalent. 

However no serious diseases such as Diphtheria 
and Pneumonia have shown any evidence of epide- 
mic proportions. 


The following have been reported: 


Scarletina 6 Cases 
Measles 7 Cases 
Typhoid fever 0 Cases 
Mumps 2 Cases 
Chicken Pox 9 Cases 
Whooping Cough 5 Cases 
Pneumonia 8 Cases 


No doubt there have been hidden cases of many 
of the above diseases, but the above is as reported. 

Of the so-called social diseases the Health Officer 
can not speak accurately as such are reported by 
the physician directly to the State Health Dept. 

The impression however is that there is a gradual 
lessening of same from year to year. 
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Our water supply and general sanitary condition 
remains good. 


The sanitary equipment of homes is improving as 
the plumbing inspection has become more strick and 
effective. 


But few complaints of unsanity conditions have 
been made, and they have been quietly abated 
where possible. 

I feel that people should be more interested and 
cooperative in the matter of immnuization against 
_the contagious diseases in the pre-school age against. 
such as Small Pox, Diphtheria, etc. 

Much can be done to save the lives of many chil- 
dren if the above can be given the proper attention.

In addition to the usual physical, eye and teeth 
examinations given each year, skin tests for tuber- 
culosis were again given by Miss Katherine Gay, R. 
N. Clinic Nurse from Central Maine Sanatorium in 
Fairfield, to the High School and Seventh and Eighth 
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grade pupils. Six were found to have positive reac- 
tions and were X-rayed but only four were admitted 
to the clinic making a total of nineteen. 

The State Audiometer was loaned to us in October 
and the hearing was tested on all pupils. Five were 
found to be defective. 

In April a Dental Clinic was held with forty-nine 
children receiving full dental corrections. 

Thirty-eight children are receiving milk and cod- 
liver-oil during the winter months.

Town Manager’s Report 


During the past season because of increased un- 
employment, we have co-operated with W. P. A. 
wherever practical. 

State Aid and special Legislative appropriations 
were used to sponsor road work, keeping a crew of 
men at work the entire season. 

The Molineaux Road has been completed except 
for a culvert at Hodson’s Corner and is ready for 
the tar surface which will be done during the 1939 
tarring season. A section of the ‘“‘Barnestown”’ road 
trom the Pond to W. A. Annis’ was built and tarred 
last season. A section of the Hope road from W. J. 
Rich’s driveway to the Carle Brook Bridge was re- 
built and is ready for tar in 1939. The Melvin 
Heights Road was also finished and will be tarred 
1n1939; 

Sidewalk funds were used in connection with 
W.P. A. labor and rebuilt a section of sidewalk and 
gutter on Bay View and Washington Streets. 

The appropriation for Assessors’ Plans was used 
to sponsor a project for Assessment records which 
we hope will prove beneficial in speeding up the 
completion of this valuable work. 

Bridge work has proved very satisfactory for 
winter work, consequently we made application for 
the Fish Hatchery and Carle Brook Bridges. The 
project was accepted by the State and County and 
approved by W. P. A. and the bridges are now under 
construction. 

The State is sponsoring an Elm Tree Beetle pro- 
ject with a small W. P. A. crew this winter.

Work has been carried on throughout the year 
at the Outing Club with private funds sponsoring 
the project. Improvements have been made by grad- 
ing around the Lodge House, increasing the parking 
facilities and completing the ski slope and ski tow. 
W. P. A. was willing to clear the area on the hill- 
side of small wood and underbrush during the win- 
ter months providing the wood was given to chari- 
ty; consequently the Outing Club gave the wood to 
the town with the understanding the town would 
pay for trucking. More than one hundred cords of 
wood have been delivered to needy families. 

A small W. P. A. grading project was sponsored 
with private funds at the Public Beach. 


The Sewing Project which has been so successful 
in Camden has been continued throughout the year, 
employing an average of twenty women. Nearly 
300 children from 150 homes have received clothing 
during the year. In addition to the clothing made 
from Government cloth which is turned over to their 
Surplus Commodities Division, the women have 
made from our own cloth over 7000. articles of 
clothing for local distribution during the fiscal 
year ending Feb. 15, 1939. Some of the articles 
made were 1026 dresses; 13840 pajamas and night- 
gowns; 844 shirts; 526 pants and_ knickers; 
423 blouses; 250 snow suits, mackinaws and coats. 
At the present time our inventory includes cloth 
valued at $1,200.00 and finished goods valued at 
about $2,000.00. Considering the wages paid _ to 
workers and value of clothing distributed, this pro- 
ject is a valuable asset to the town during ‘these 
hard times. 

We have also received from Government Surplus 
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Commodities, food valued at $5,500.00, which has 
been distributed to 200 families. 

During the years 1936, 19387 and 1938, the Gov- 
ernment has expended $106,643.70 on W. P. A. pro- 
jects in Camden, the sponsors contribution amount- 
ing to $43,919.36, divided as follows:

During July and August the selectmen had under 
consideration an application to the Federal Gov- 
ernment under P. W. A. for a sewer and_ storm- 
water drainage system covering the entire town. 
The selectmen finally decided not to file the appli- 
cation, but to proceed more slowly under W.,P. A. 
and Town Appropriations. 

After making some repairs on the Willow Street 
sewer it seemed very probable that it might relieve 
the bad condition at Pearl street and Norwood 
Avenue, and up to. the present time no trouble has 
been caused by water at this location. 

The village streets previously tarred were re- 
tarred, and the following streets were tarred for the 
first time: Harrison Ave.; Oak Street from Harri- 
son Ave., to Pearl Street; Limerock Street from Vir- 
ginia Ave. to the Rockport line; finished Marine 
Ave., and Harbour Road to the end of the _ street, 
and Mt. Battie street from Washington street to the 
Seabright Mill. The State tarred two new sections 
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with State Aid money, i. e., from Hosmer Pond to 
W.A. Annis’ and from Hodson’s Corner to Hosmer 
Pond. 


At the present time 70 per cent of the entire 
mileage of accepted roads and streets have been 
improved and tarred. The accepted road mileage 
includes several sections very little used and in 
some cases not used at all. We have 14 miles of 
tarred streets maintained by the town, and 21.65 
miles of cement and tarred roads maintained by the 
State. 

Mill Street was built with Third Class funds sup- 
plemented with town funds and is ready for tar in 
1939. 

The new 314 ton gasoline roller proved very 
satisfactory and was used a great deal on sidewalks, 
gutters and drives. 

There are several reasons why there is a _ nei 
overdraft in this year’s account, principally the 
amount expended for the various charity accounts. 
It was expected when the appropriations were made 
that Old Age Assistance would be more of a bene- 
fit, and no one looked forward to excessive unem- 
ployment situation of the fall and winter just past. 

Had it not been that a large crew were employed 
on W. P. A. Road work, the financial situation 
would have been more serious. 

The unexpected replacement of the boilers in the 
Opera House which cost over $2,000.00 made a 
large dent in the 1938 budget. 

Fortunately we have had an average winter as 
far as snow and ice are concerned so that we were 
not obliged to overdraw this account. 

This year the Budget Committee is facing a 
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speculative proposition in making recommenda- 
tions for appropriations for the Annual meeting on 
account of the unsettled employment situation and 
the action the Legislature may take in regard to Old 
Age Assistance and other matters which might al- 
ter the 1939 Budget. 

Had the plans for the sale of the Camden Mill 
as formulated by the Camden Chamber of Com- 
merce, the leading Camden business men and the 
municipal officers, materialized, the unemployment 
situation would have adjusted itself to a great de- 
. gree. 

I sincerely hope that the mill situation will, in 
some way, work out satisfactorily so that the work- 
ers will have an opportunity to work at their regular . 
employment. 

We are closing this year with all bills paid except 
a temporary loan of $18,000.00, which is covered by 
uncollected taxes. The net Town Debt has been re- 
duced $6,500.00.

Report of Fire Department 


It.is with a great deal of satisfaction that I report 
a fire loss for the year of only $2,181.00, the smallest 
loss on record that I know anything about. It is my 
belief that the training in how to handle the water as 
well as the fire, along with the quick actions of mem- 
bers of the department, has a great deal to do with 
the lowering of this loss, and at the same time I feel 
that the people are getting more and more fire con- 
scious which is a great help. 

We have lost, out of taxation this year, one small 
building on the Hosmer Pond Road, and this, be- 
cause there was no water to work with; the only 
other bad one was at Megunticook Lake, the Hall 
cottage, there was plenty of water here, but could 
not be reached with our pumps, owing to the soft 
ground in the spring of the year and had to be put 
cut with pails. Since that time we have added fitting 
so we can reach sixty feet to water supply, and a 
portable pump that can be set up at the edge of the 
water, using one and one-half inch hose. 

The Emergency Truck, still under control of the 
Fire Department First Aid division, is doing good 
work and has answered over four hundred calls to 
date. With all bills paid we have a cash balance of 
$400.00 on hand, we are training more men in this 
work which they enjoy. 

We still try to maintain the high standard of effi- 
ciency for both the Fire Department and Emergency 
First Aid Work, and I think we have been very suc- 
cessful.

This is my sixteenth annual report as Superinten- 
dent of Camden schools and the forty-eighth in the 
series of superintendent’s reports. 

I am glad to report splendid progress in all schools. 
On the whole we have an efficient corps of teachers 
who are working for the best interests of our schools 
and deserve commendation. 

I want to call the attention of the citizens to the 
very poor lighting in all schools, especially in, the 
high school. We ought not to allow children to work 
in such poor light. The cost of doing a proper job 
in the high school building alone will amount to 
around $1,500. 

I am convinced that the time has come when a 
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school nurse should be employed for full time. I 
feel confident that the services of a nurse would eli- 
minate much of the time now lost because of illness. 
A nurse would be in all schools each day and she 
would be able to detect cases of cantagious and in- 
fectious disease in time to prevent its spread among 
the children in many instances. She would also have 
time to do follow-up work after examination by the 
physicians in the fall which would tend to encourage 
remedial treatment for pupils found defective in 
the physical examinations. | 

The winners of prizes in the graduating class of 
1938 were as follows: The Charles C. Wood Schol- 
arship Prizes, $20 to Barbara Johnson and $20 to 
Wallace Heal, the girl and boy who received the 
highest ranks for their four year course.’ Gertrude 
McKinney received the $20 prize offered by Thomas 
W. McKay and Austin Rankin received | the $20 
prize offered by Dr. Douglas Thom. These prizes 
were given to the boy and girl who showed the most 
improvement during their four years in high school. 

I want to express my appreciation to these men 
- for their interest in awarding prizes for work well 
done in Camden high school. 

It is a distinct honor and pleasure for me to have 
served the citizens of Camden, and especially the 
members of the school committees, who have al- 
ways shown such splendid loyalty and cooperation 
in advancing the welfare of Camden schools. I hope 
the time will never come when the citizens will con- 
sider a step backward in their school program.

Camden has been very fortunate during the past 
year in the incidence of contagious and infectious 
diseases.

Although of course the above is a small number 
there are always some cases that fail to be reported. 


The general health has been excellent. The inevit- 
able deaths from old age and its usual diseases pre- 
dominate over all others. 


Births have been fewer but excellent care in prac- 
tically all cases have given a very small incidence of 
disease due to this usually normal condition. 


The free vaccination which has been offered this 
year as usual is having the small response to which 
we are becoming accustomed. 


I must emphasize again the need to popularize the 
use of preventive inoculations such as those for 
diphtheria and scarlet fever as well as vaccination 
for small pox. If this is not accomplished, some day 
we will have an epidemic that will make many 
grieve. 
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The sanitary condition of the town though rea- 
sonably satisfactory, is still possible of improvement. 

The general compliance of stores, barber shops, 
beauty shops, etc., with the sanitary codes seems 
very good. 

Our water supply this year has suffered consider- 
able criticism because of rusty water, a decided an- 
noyance to those who wash our fine clothing. But 
our state laboratory insists that for drinking purposes 
it still comes up to required standards. 

Our sewerage system will not doubt be greatly 
improved by the construction now going on. It is a 
good step in advance.

Town Manager’s Report 


For accomplishments during the season of 1939 
I would first like to mention our major project, the 
completion of the Fish Hatchery and Carle Brook 
bridges. 

For road work, the section from Fish Hatchery to 
Hope road was completed, and the Lake road from > 
the Start road around Megunticook Lake to Turn- 
pike, was nearly completed. The town’s obligation 
to the State included tar surface treatment on the 
Molineaux road from Fish Hatchery to Hodson’s 
Corner; the initial tar treatment on Melvin Heights 
road to Hodson’s Corner, and the section of Hope 
road from W. J. Rich’s to Carle Bros. 


The State, with secondary road funds, built 900 
feet on the Hope road just south of the Hope town 
line, in conjunction with a project in Hope. 

New road work in the village included getting in 
Shape and tarring for the first time, Mill Street, 
Steamboat Road and Oak Street from Harrison 
Avenue to Mechanic Street. 


New sidewalks and gutters were built on Moun- 
tain Street from Cross Street to Mountain View 
Cemetery; Mechanic Street from Washington to 
Willow Street, and Elm Street from the A. & P. 
store to the residence of E. N. Duffy. 


A new 18” sewer was built on Willow Street 
and intercepting the water from the bog on Norwood 
Avenue. 


In order to obtain the best results and be able to 
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finance W. P. A. work projects, the above work, 
except for village highway maintenance, and tar 
surface treatment, was done in cooperation with 
W. P. A. Other W. P. A. projects include sewing, 
Assessors’ records, and grading New Cemetery. 

Official records from the Portland W. P. A. office 
give the following figures expended from Govern- 
ment funds on W. P. A. projects in Camden for the 
calendar year 1939.

The W. P. A. payrolls of about $1,000.00 a week 
have meant a great deal to Camden, and I believe 
we have accomplished good results. 


Arranging satisfactory winter projects is most 
difficult. Prior to this winter we have had bridge 
projects that proved efficient and economical, but 
there remains only one bridge on Mt. Battie Street 
that is large enough to receive State help, and we 
hope the present bridge will take care of traffic for 
a number of years. 

It will require more careful attention from now 
on in arranging W. P. A. projects, on account of the 
recent ruling that sponsors must contribute at least 
25 per cent of the cost of projects. 
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We should have little difficulty in carrying on a 
W. P. A. road project the coming season with town 
appropriations in connection with State funds for 
secondary roads. It is planned to finish the Hope 
road, the road around Megunticook Lake, John 
St., from Elm to Hosmer Pond road, and the balance 
of joint fund will be expended on Barnestown road. 


I hope we may be able to carry on the Sewing 
project as it has proved very satisfactory. The past 
year an average of 18 women have been employed 
by W. P. A. From materials bought by town, 
6,203 garments and household articles. have been 
made, and given to the needy. These include snow 
suits, coats, trousers, knickers, shirts, dresses, 
skirts, undergarments, and layettes. Some sheets, pil- 
low slips, quilts, towels, etc., have been given the 
sick. 175 families, including 240 children, were 
warmly and comfortably clothed with these articles 
distributed. 

We expect to be able to complete the W. P. A. 
grading project for the new cemetery with the 
funds carried over and available for that purpose. 

It is hoped that funds may be available to con- 
tinue a sidewalk and gutter project, a project which 
has met with much satisfaction. 

In October, 1939, we started an N. Y. A. project 
for Assessors’ Records, with a Supervisor and 19 
boys. | 

N. Y. A. differs from W. P. A. in that the projects 
must give vocational instruction to youth. They are 
allowed to work and receive pay for 55 hours per 
month. In order to have a project and have a super- 
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visor assigned, there must be at least 15 youths 
available for such work. 


They are allowed to work on any town owned 
property, or any civic activity that is not conducted 
for private gain. 

At present 31 youths are working on Assesors’ 
Records and repairs to school buildings with a pay- 

roll of about $500.00 per month. 


The benefit of this project has been two-fold in 
that it has furnished at least a small amount of edu- 
cational employment to young people and made per- 
manent records for the town. 


If continued, plans of the compact section of the 
town will be completed in 1940. 


During the calendar year 1939, the following 
surplus commodities, with a retail value of $7,158.00, 
were received from the State and given to more than 
200 families; 120814 bags white flour, 5270 pounds 
dried beans, 804 pounds of rice, 9800 pounds of but- 
ter, 754 pounds dried peaches, 10,562 pounds corn 
meal, 4687 pounds oat meal, 2773 cans milk, 23858 
pounds dried milk, 2270 pounds grapefruit, 4208 
pounds graham flour, 2075 pounds cabbage, 3450 
eans of grapefruit juice, 8964 pounds of apples and 
2740 pounds of squash. 

The State is sponsoring a Brown Tail Moth pro- 
ject, in the compact section of the town, employing 
local men. 

It is quite gratifying to close our books this year 
with all bills paid except a temporary loan of 
$8,000.00 (compared with a loan of $18,000.00 car- 
ried over last year), a net unexpended balance of 
over $4,000.00; a comfortable cash balance to take 
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eare of bills until after Town Meeting, and a sub- 
stantial reduction in the Net Town Debt. Better pay- 
ment of 1939 taxes is accountable to a certain ex- 
tent for this year’s showing, for which we are in- 
debted to the prompt taxpayers. 

The only large overdraft this year is in the Poor 
Account, caused by lack of employment in the 
woolen mills, leaves of absence in W. P. A., after 
eighteen months of continuous employment, much 
sickness in the spring of 1939, and failure of the 
Division of Old Age Assistance to take over several 
cases of Town Poor.

Notice to ‘Taxpayers 


Sec. 70, Chapter 13, Revised Statutes 1930 


Before making an assessment, the assessors shall 
give seasonable notice in writing to the inhabitants 
by posting notifications in some public place in the 
town, or shall notify them, in such other way as the 
town at its annual meeting directs, to make and 
bring in to them true and perfect lists of their polls 
and all their estates real and personal, not by law 
exempt from taxation, of which they were possessed 
on the first day of April of the same year. If any 
resident owner after such notice does not bring in 
such list, he is hereby barred of his right to make 
application to the assessors or the county commis- 
sioners for any abatement of his taxes, unless he of- 
fers such list with his application and satisfies them 
that he was unable to offer it at the time appointed. 


Report of Fire Department 


Last year I reported with.a great deal of satisfac- 
tion a fire loss of $2,181.00, this year it is with much 
more satisfaction that I report a loss of only $1,- 
557.41 and we hope to keep on reducing this loss as 
the years go by. It is my belief that the training and 
drilling the members of the fire department is a large 
factor in this reduction, also I feel that you people 
feel more and more fire conscious as you hear and 
read what we are doing in fire prevention. The 
work of fire inspecting as carried on by members of 
the fire department is doing a great deal to help cut 
down our fire loss. 


The only thing we have lost from taxation this 
year was the small garage on Highland Avenue, and 
that was about gone before we received the alarm. 


This year we replaced the old Cadillac tractor un- 
der the ladder truck with a new 1939 V8 Ford and 
it is proving out very well, and now we are building 
the trailer all new to replace the old one _ that 
was worn out by the Boston Fire Department, and 
that we have used for the last fifteen years. 


In the near future we intend to replace the Emer- 
gency Truck with a new and better one, taking the 
present one and making it over into a hose truck to 
replace the last of the old Cadillacs; bringing the 
equipment up to a very high standard. 

In June of 1938 we entered into competition with 
fire departments all over the country through the 
Chamber of Commerce, and with the help of their 
very efficient Secretary, Mrs. Foxwell, we succeeded 
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in landing second place in the State of Maine, Port- 
land being first. 

We still maintain the high standard of efficiency 
for both the Fire Department and the Emergency 
First Aid work, and I feel that we have been very 
successful in both.

As a matter of record this is my seventeenth an- 
nual report as Superintendent of Camden schools and 
the forty-ninth in the series of superintendent’s re- 


ports. j 


I feel that there has been normal progress in all 
our schools during the year and that the standard 
is on a par with Maine schools. There seems to be 
some misapprehension on the part of some citizens 
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relative to standard schools. Camden High School 
meets the standard set by the New England College 
Entrance Board which admits students without ex- 
amination to the several collegs on the Board pro- 
vided the student has a certificate from the Princi- 
pal. Most of the pupils graduating from Camden 
High School enter the University of Maine and the 
record shows that they have done creditable work in 
college. This applies also to the students who have 
entered other colleges. 

In the grades we give standard tests each year, 
tests which are used throughout the country, in order 
that we may make comparisons with the work being 
done in other schools. We find that we meet the 
norms in all subjects and our work compares favor- 
ably with the work done elsewhere. I know of no 
cases where pupils going from Camden schools have 
been obliged to drop back in their grades but we 
have found instances where pupils entering our 
schools from other states have been below our grade 
standard. 

I have called the attention of the citizens to some 
physical conditions existing in our buildings which 
should be remedied. I urge that the matter of light- 
ing the rooms in the high school building be changed 
this year. This has been condemned by the _ high 
school inspector who reports that the town must 
make improvements in the lighting at once. It is not 
fair to your children to cause the eye strain because 
of the poor lighting in the rooms where they study 
and read five days each week. The electric wiring in 
this building is a fire hazard. A special article for 
permanent improvements will be in the warrant and 
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T hope that you will, at least, take care of the lighting 
conditions. The matter of the fire escape at the high 
school building has been condemned by the State 
Insurance inspection and this should be remedied. 


The School Committee and Superintendent recom- 
mends the employment of a full-time nurse. We be- 
lieve that the general health of the pupils will be 
improved and that there will be fewer school-days 
lost because of illness if a nurse is in attendance each 
day. I sometimes question the advisability of medical 
inspection each year unless a follow-up program by 
the nurse is carried out. In many cases nothing is 
done when the inspection shows conditions which 
should be remedied. Good school work requires good 
health, many cases of poor school work is caused by 
poor physical condition. 


During the year we lost by death two of our 
faithful teachers, Nettie Knight who had served as 
one of our best teachers for twenty-five years and 
Clarence Fish, who organized our band and orches- 
tra in 1928 and served as director eleven years. We 
miss their faithful service. 

Mrs. Ethel Staples resigned last June after twen- 
ty-two years in Camden schools. Mrs. Staples was 
one of our best teachers and her resignation was re- 
gretted. 

Miss Helen Harding resigned after serving as 
teacher in the 7th and 8th grades one year to accept 
a better position in another state. She had done 
creditable work in Camden. 

I feel that we have been fortunate in securing the 
services of teachers to fill the vacancies caused by the 
loss of the above named teachers. Miss Lucine Arau, 
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one of our oldest teachers in point of service, was 
made principal of the Elm Street Building and 
teacher of grade five. Dorothy Walsh, who has served 
eleven years in the K-Primary grade with much 
credit, is now teaching in the Fourth grade. Miss 
Marion Spurling, who has had eleven years experi- 
ence in the First and Sub-Primary grades at North- 
east Harbor, is the new teacher in the K-Primary 
grade. Her work is very acceptable and she is well 
liked by pupils and parents. I feel that Miss Spurling 
is a real addition to our teaching force. Miss Vernita 
Colson, a graduate of the University of Maine and 
a teacher of three years experience in grade work, 
is teaching Literature in the 7th and 8th grades suc- 
cessfully. Miss Rose Flanagan has taken Mrs. Staples’ 
place in one of the Sixth grades. Miss Flanagan 
came to us well recommended from Gorham Normal 
School and she is doing splendid work in this school. 


I feel that we are especially fortunate in securing 
the services of Roger Calderwood as director of the 
band and orchestra. Mr. Calderwood has had several 
years of training in some of our best schools of music 
as well as experience in conducting musical organi- 
zations. He is a full-time teacher, spending most of 
his time with instrumental music. The exhibition by 
the band and orchestra given in the Opera House a 
few weeks ago proves Mr. Calderwood’s worth as an 
instructor and director in our music program. 


In speaking of the work being done by these new 
teachers, I am not unmindful of the continued good 
teaching of the other teachers. They are loyal and 
faithful teachers and deserve commendation. I am 
happy to serve with them.

8. To see what sum of money the town will vote 
to raise for fire and liability insurance on all town- 
owned real and personal property. 

9. To see if the town will vote to buy the bond 
for the town treasurer and the tax collector, and 
how the money for the same shall be raised.

Notice to Taxpayers 


Sec. 70, Chapter 13, Revised Statutes 1930 


Before making an assessment, the assessors shall 
give seasonable notice in writing to the inhabitants 
by posting notifications in some public place in the 
town, or shall notify them, in such other way as the 
town at its annual meeting directs, to make and 
bring in to them true and perfect lists of their polls 
and all their estates real and personal, not by law 
exempt from taxation, of which they were possessed 
on the first day of April of the same year. If any 
resident owner after such notice does not bring in 
such list, he is hereby barred of his right to make 
application to the assessors or the county commis- 
sioners for any abatement of his taxes, unless he of- 
fers such list with his application and satisfies them 
that he was unable to offer it at the time appointed.

Town Manager’s Report 


The most important municipal improvement for 
1940 was the work done through the village, be- 
ginning at the Catholic Church on Union Street and 
ending at the Soldiers’ Monument on Harbor Hill. 

The State Highway Commission, in conjunction 
with the Federal Bureau of Public Roads, awarded 
the contract to W. H. Hinman of North Anson for 
the construction of the road. Base and drainage were 
required from the Church to Free Street, and from 
the bridge on Main Street to end of job. 

The surfacing of bituminous concrete was sublet 
to Wyman and Simpson of Augusta. 

Sidewalks through the village were rebate and 
paved with the same material as the road. _ 

Both contractors did their work efficiently and 

well, with a minimum of inconvenience to merchants 
and public. The Central Me. Power Co., Telephone 
Company, and Water Company cooperated fully in 
putting their lines in good shape, prior to, or during 
the construction of the road work. 
- The new lighting system which required several 
changes, six new ornamental standards, and seven 
new bracket fixtures, have received universal ap- 
proval. 

The town assisted in the construction of the side- 
walks and drainage. To take care of the water at the 
corner of Union and School Streets the town con- 
structed a 12” storm water sewer on Belmont 
Avenue, which emptied into the gulley' back ' of 
“Green Gables.” 
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The old 8” storm sewer under the concrete 
roadway was relocated to enter a catch basin on the 
easterly side of Belmont Ave. These changes should 
materially improve the drainage situation at this 
location. 


The town expended about $1,800.00 for side- 
walks and drainage for the work through the village, 
and about $44,000.00 was expended by the State and 
Federal Government. 


1940 road work included getting in shape and 
tarring for the first time, Sand Street, Dailey Street, 
Branch Street, and that part of Megunticook Street 
above Spring Street. 


The new street off Thomas Street, and a_ short 
section of Eaton Avenue was gravel based. 


The State Aid joint fund was used in conjunction 
with W. P. A. funds. Road improvements under this 
set-up included finishing the road around Megunti- 
cook Lake, and the balance of the Hope road beyond 
Carle Brothers; both sections were tarred by the 
State crew and paid for out of the State Aid account. 


On account of the sewer construction on Elm and 
Willow Streets, it was necessary to re-gravel these 
streets before applying tar, incidently improving 
somewhat the grade of the streets. This was grav- 
eled and tarred by the W. P. A. crew. 


Under State aid, W. P. A. has constructed John 
Street from Elm Street to Bowers hill, and is ready 
for the finishing touches in the Spring before tarring 
season, with the exception that considerable work 
is required on the Simonton Corner road to make a 
satisfactory intersection with John Street. We are 
indebted to Mr. Ralph Knight for permitting us, with 
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no expense to the town, to straighten John Street 
and make a safe intersection at the top of Bowers 
hill. This improvement will also be taken care of be- 
fore tarring season. 


A substantial start has been made in improving 
the Barnestown road, with State Aid and W. P. A. 
funds. It is expected that a large section of this road 
will be ready for tar in the summer of 1941. 


In the early fall the W. P. A. crew worked on 
sidewalks and gutters, building sections on Elm 
Street to Park Street, Willow Street, Mechanic 
Street from Willow Street to Leon Crockett’s, 
Knowlton, Street from Alden to Washington Street, 
Alden Street, and a short section on Megunticook 
Street. : 


During a part of October and November the W. 
P. A. crews were grading the New Cemetery lot. 
Top soil was placed over the entire area and is prac- 
tically ready for grass seed in the Spring. 


The popular sewing project has carried on as 
usual, with about the same number of employees, 
and about the same output. Average number of wom- 
en for the year was 16, making 2,075 garments for 
the Federal Government, and 6,444 garments for the 
Town of Camden. 


The Camden garments include, coats, snowsuits 
and pants, trousers, knickers, shirts, dresses, night 
clothes and undergarments, and was aistributed for 
the most part to children in about 200 local homes. 

During May, Sewing Rooms all over the United 
States held “Open House” so that the public could 
see if this work paid the Community—about 150 
persons visited the Camden Sewing rooms at the 
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time. Mrs. Start will be pleased to receive visitors 
who are interested in the project, at any time. 


During the Calendar Year 1940, the following 
surplus commodities worth a retail value of $8,- 
144.00 were received from the State and given to 
more than 200 families; 2,430 lbs. butter, 16,917 
Ibs. white flour, 12,968 lbs. graham fflour, 3,088 
Ibs. rolled oats, 3,745 lbs. oranges, 6,318 lbs. corn 
meal, 11,860 lbs. apples, 1,138 lbs. dry beans, 5,000 
lbs. raisins, 3,443 lbs. prunes, 5,764 doz. eggs, 4,124 
Ibs. lard, 3,395 lbs. cabbage, 2,280 lbs. carrots, 4,- 
750 Ibs. potatoes, 1,884 lbs. tomatoes, 2,270 lbs. 
pears, 3,860 lbs. grapefruit, 2,194 Ibs. rice, 3,556 
lbs. cereal, 1,366 lbs. bacon, 1,323 lbs. salt pork, 
580 lbs. smoked herring.

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I believe the expenditure of W. P. A. funds, both 
Federal and local, have proven very satisfactory to 
the town of Camden. 

The N. Y. A. projects were discontinued last 
May on account of lack of N. Y.:A.-:-funds. This 
seriously interfered with the progress of Assessors 
plans, but we will have about 30 sheets of the built 
up section of town available for the 1941 Assessors. 
The N. Y. A. girls were put back to work in Novem- 
ber, but the boys were not given work until January, 
and at that time were assigned to assist the winter 
Sports program. 

The Selectmen have recently formed an associa- 
tion for the care and maintenance of the new ceme- 
tery on Hosmer Pond road. Mr. William F. Packard 
was elected President and Maurice EK. Payson as 
Secretary-Treasurer. A meeting will be called by 
Mr. Packard in the near future to make arrange- 
ments for the development and care of the ceme- 
tery, and he would like to be informed of anyone 
interested in this project. 

The arrangements made with the Y. M. C. A. to 
care for the Public Beach proved satisfactory. Mr. 
Geo. HE. Thomas reports contributions to an amount 
of $208.10 which was added to the town appropria- 
tion of $300.00. Expenditures made were: labor 
$325.75, tables $103.91, plumbing $35.24, water 
$11.47, miscellaneous supplies $29.75, leaving a 
balance of $1.98, with all bills paid. 

The only overdraft of any appreciable amount is 
in the Fire Department and as explained in Chief 
Payson’s report, was caused by the unexpected re- 
pairs to the LaFrance pumper. 

The selectmen voted to cooperate with the Yacht 
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Club, A. L. Anderson and Geo. Thomas on a 50-50 
basis for the purpose of dredging the harbor in front 
of their property. $1,000.00 was expended and the 
town’s share was taken care of by a transfer of Ex- 
cise Tax funds. 


In the early summer the Selectmen called a 
meeting of all parties interested in Jacobs Ayenue 
drainage proposition. The majority favored follow- 
ing the natural flow of water, rather than the pro- 
posed ditch around their property. The Selectmen 
voted to follow the majority vote, and as it was 
considered impossible, or at least inadvisable, to 
use the appropriation provided for the ditch, au- 
thorized, making the necessary expenditures from 
the road and bridge appropriation. 


Fortunately for us there was a price war on be- 
tween the tar companies, and our savings in the 
purchase of tar was nearly enough to pay for the 
work done on Jacobs Avenue. 

Considering the fact that we are closing our 
books for the year 1940 in such a good financial con- 
dition, with several large unexpended balances and 
a large cash balance to take care of bills payable 
before town meeting, it was thought best to carry 
forward the larger unexpended balances for ex- 
penditure in the fiscal year 1941; consequently the 
balances in the Poor account, Street Lights, Snow 
Removal, State Aid Road funds, Blister Rust appro- 
priation, and the New Cemetery funds, were carried 
forward, instead of entered in the summary of ac- 
counts and applied to reduction of net town debt.

Report of Fire Department 


The last two years I have been able to report very 
small losses, this year, due to the Philip Lee cottage 
at Melvin Heights, being two miles from our water 
supply, I regret that the loss amounts to $19,017.46, 
of which $14,500.00 was in the cottage. This was one 
place where the training and drilling did us no 
good, all we could do was to keep it from spreading 
and watch it burn. Our heaviest loss for the year, 
aside from the cottage, was the careless handling 
of an oil bottle for a range, which fell to the floor 
and broke, causing a loss to the property of §$2,- 
700.00. It seems that we have to have things of this 
kind happen to keep us on our toes. 

By continuous work on Fire Prevention we stand 
second place in the State once more, with a grade of 
above 90 percent, and 36th place out of over 1,000 
places entering in the United States and Canada. 
This was done with the help of our Chamber of Com- 
merce Secretary, Mrs. Betty Foxwell. 

The only loss to taxation this year was the small 
house on Pearl Street, that caught by a spark 
from the chimney, burning the roof. 

This year much to my regret the Fire Depart- 
ment account was overdrawn by $1,500.00, due to 
the trouble we had in the American LaFrance truck, 
and which no one could foresee or had any idea 
would happen. The truck today, with the exception 
of tires, is as good as new and will last a long time. 

This year we intend to install a complete new 
ambulance, taking the place of the present one, after 
remodeling it for a host wagon, to answer all chim-

Camden still remains a town blessed with general 
good health. 

The general incidence of contageous and _ infec- 
tious diseases has been very small. 


Due to the much improved methods of treatment 
of that leader among deaths messengers, pneumonia 
it has been a much less frequent visitor among us, 
very few cases and still fewer deaths. 


There have been practically no new cases of tuber- 
culosis reported this year, a remarkable change in 
conditions of but a few years ago.

We have been able to hold well within the 
amounts appropriated for schools at the last town 
meeting. The cost of the fire escape and the panic 
bolts on the doors at the high school proved to be 
much more than was anticipated so that some of the 
other work planned to be done was postponed. Sev- 
eral of the rooms in the high school have been 
equipped with new and better electric lights and we 
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are in hopes to be able to finish the lighting program 
in this building this year. 

In order that we may be prepared to do vocation- 
al work in our Industrial Courses it seems advisable 
to extend the Manual Training room inthe high 
school building to include that part of the basement 
now being used as a coal bin on the south side. It is 
estimated that this can be done for a sum not to ex- 
ceed $1,000. 


The High School and Elm Street buildings should 
be painted next summer. These two items will ac- 
count for most of the increased school appropria- 
tions recommended by the School Committee. 


It was with regret that the School Committee ac- 
cepted the resignation of Miss Hester Ordway at the 
close of the year last June. Miss Ordway has been a 
successful teacher in the English Department at 
Camden High School for five years. Miss Ethel 
Oliver was transferred from the Brick Building to 
the English Department in the High School and Miss 
Ruth Pullen, a graduate of Colby College and with 
nine years teaching experience, was elected to 
teach Social Science in the 7th and &th grades. 


Mr. Donald Rollins moved from Camden last fall 
which made a vacancy on the School Committee. 
The two remaining members chose Mr. Elmer Joyce 
to fill out the term to the next town meeting. 


All but four of our eighteen Grade School teach- 
ers did professional work in schools and_ colleges 
during the past year and three of our High School 
teachers attended Summer schools. Two Grade 
teachers attended Claremont Colleges, Claremont, 
California and one attended the University of Wis- 
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consin for six weeks last summer. Five High School 
teachers are attending the University of Maine this 
winter and spring on Saturdays for fifteen weeks. 
This shows a splendid spirit on the part of our 
teachers for professional improvement. Many plan 
to attend some school during the coming year. 

The winners of prizes in the graduating class of 
1940 were the following: The Charles C. Wood 
Scholarship Prizes of $20 each went to Barbara 
May Wood and Francis Elisha Richards. These 
prizes are awarded to the girl and boy receiving the 
highest ranks for their four years in the College 
Preparatory Course. 

Two Citizenship Awards of $20 each given by Dr. 
Douglas Thom and Thomas W. McKay to the girl 
and boy in the graduating class who have been out- 
standing in Citizenship, (Cooperation, Responsibility 
and Right Attitude toward School Activities) went 
to Edith Lydia Hary and Earl Milton Dyer. 

The Becker College Scholarship awarded to the 
pupil who receives the highest rank in the Commer- 
cial Course went to Donald Hugh Johnson. 

The American Legion Awards for Citizenship to 
the girl and boy chosen by their class from among 
the ten highest ranking pupils for marked character- 
istics in Citizenship went to Kathleen Heald and 
Donald Johnson.

Proposed Zoning Ordinance 


- An ordinance providing for the zoning of the Town of Cam- 
de and regulating and restricting the location, construction and 
use of buildings and the use of premises in said Town of 
Camden. 

Recognizing that the Town of Camden, County of Knox 
and State of Maine, is an industrial, residential and summer 
colony area and to properly protect these different groups, 
the following ordinance providing for the zoning of said 
Town of Camden and regulating and restricting therein the 
location; construction and use of buildings and the use of 
premises is hereby ordained by the people of the Town of 
Camden in regular town meeting assembled. 


DEFINITIONS 


Sec. I. For the purpose of this ordinance certain terms are 
herewith defined. 

All words used in the present tense shall include the future. 
All words in the singular number shall include the plural num- 
ber. 

The word lot includes plot. 

The word building includes structure. 

The word dwelling means any house or building or portion 
thereof which is occupied in whole or in part as the home, 
residence or sleeping place, either permanently or transient, 
of one or more persons. 

A church is a meeting place for religious worship. 

Camden Yacht Club is a meeting place for social diversion 
and entertainment. . 

A public park is an enclosed piece of ground used as a public 
place for recreation but not for games of chance, carnivals or 
any other amusements of a similar nature. : 

The word business shall mean the occupation or employment 
of buying, selling, bartering and exchanging goods, wares, and 
merchandise or any real or personal property or any _ in- 
terest therein for profit or livelihood and also the ownership 
or management of office buildings, offices and recreational or 
amusement enterprise. 

The word industry when used in this ordinance means the 
manufacture, repair, storage, preparation or treatment of any 
article, substance or commodity whatsoever for commercial 
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purposes, including the operation of garages and stables on a 
commercial basis. 


SECTION II. For the purpose of zoning, the town is divid- 
ed into two districts, a residential district and a commercial 
district. 


“A” COMMERCIAL DISTRICT. The commercial district 
shall be the present business and industrial areas, together with 
slight additional areas providing for normal business growth; 
but for the present time shall be held within the street blocks 
where business now has a substantial start. 


The above district to be all the area bounded and described 
as follows: 


Beginning at the property line between the Camden 
Yacht Club and A. L. Anderson, thence following said proper- 
ty line to Bay View Street, thence across Bay View Street 
on a straight line to a point midway between Bay View and 
Chestnut Streets, thence northerly to and across Frye Street 
to a point midway between Bay View and Chestnut Streets, 
thence along the northerly side of Frye Street to Chestnut 
Street; thence along the easterly side of Chestnut Street to 
Wood Street Place, thence across Chestnut Street and along 
the northerly side of Wood Street Place; and Pleasant Street 
to School Street; thence along the easterly side of School 
Street and the southerly side of Elm Street to Free Street; 
thence across Elm Street and along the easterly side of Free 
Street to Mechanic Street; thence across Mechanic Street along 
the northerly side of Mechanic Street to Rawson Avenue; 
thence along the easterly side of Rawson Avenue, and the pro- 
posed street past Edward Libby’s to Washington Street; 
thence across Washington Street and along the easterly side of 
Washington Street to the property line between J. A. Brown 
and Earl S. Heald; thence along said property to the Megun- 
ticook river; thence along the Megunticook river including all 
land owned by the Seabright Woven Felt Co., to Mt. Battie 
Street; thence along the westerly side of Mt. Battie Street to 
Gould Street; thence across Gould Street and along the west- 
erly side of Dailey Street to Sand Street; thence along the 
northerly side of Sand Street to Washington Street; thence 
across Washington Street and along the westerly side of 
Washington Street to Knowlton Street; thence along the 
westerly side of Knowlton Street to Alden Street; thence 
across Knowlton Street and along the southerly side of Alden 
Street across Washington Street and along the southerly side 
of Cross Street to Central Street; thence along the westerly 
and southerly side of Central Street to a point 100 feet west- 
erly from the corner of Central and Main Streets; thence on a 
line parallel with Main Street to a point 50 feet northerly 
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from the North side of Tannery Lane, thence on a line paralle! 
with Tannery Lane to the westerly side of Main Street, thence 
across Main Street and along the southerly side of Atlantic 
Avenue t o Sea Street; thence along the westerly and southerly 
side of Sea Street. Thence across Sea Street and along south- 
erly and easterly side of Eaton Avenue proposed, to Walker 
Avenue as laid out for the development of Eaton Field, thence 
along southerly side of Walker Avenue to the westerly line of 
lot 60, thence along the westerly property lines of Lot 60 to 
54 inclusive, to the northerly corner of Stetson Avenue, so 
ca'led, thence westerly to the land now owned by the Camden 
Ship Building and Marine Railways Company, thence along 
their easterly boundary line to Camden Harbor, thence along 
the Harbor Shore Line to point of beginning, at the Yacht 
Club. 


Within the commercial district the following uses are allow- 
ed: (1) all uses allowed in the residential district, (2) all busi- 
ness and industrial uses except that no industrial plant may 
be operated which would be obnoxious to the residents of the 
town or dangerous to the health or morals of the citizens. 
Permits for industrial uses which are objected to shall be acted 
upon by the Board of Appeals after public hearing after 14 
days notice in advance in Newspaper published in the town. 


“B” RESIDENTIAL DISTRICT. The residential district 
shall include all the area in Camden not included in the Com- 
mercial district. . 

All lands and buildings in the residential district shall be 
restricted to the following uses: 

1. Dwelling houses. 

2. Farming—tilling of the soil, excluding poultry raising, 
dairying and hog raising on a commercial basis within the 
compact area. 


3. Schools 

4. Church 

5. Library 

6. Apartment houses 

7. Hotels, rooming houses, and guest homes 


8. Tourist cabins, and restaurants permitted outside of the 
compact area. 


9. Public Utilities buildings without garage or storage. 
10 Airports : 
11. Public Park 


12. Camden Yacht Club, Camden Outing Club, or any other 
clubs which may be approved under Sec. VIII. 
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18. Accessory uses customarily incidental to any of the 
above uses. 


14. The usual accessories located on the same lot with the 
buildings in connection thereto, together with private garage 
accommodations. No buildings in this area shall be constructed 
or altered to be used for any other purpose than those men- 
tioned above. A bill board, sign board or advertising sign 
exceeding 20 sq. feet in area shall in no case be permitted as 
an accessory use. 


SECTION III—INTERPRETATION PURPOSE. In inter- 
preting and applying the provisions of this ordinance they 
shall be held to be the minimum requirements adopted for the 
promotion of the public health, safety, comfort, convenience 
and general welfare of the community. It is not intended by 
this ordinance to repeal or abrogate, annul or in any way 
impair or interfere with any existing provisions of law or 
ordinance or any rules, regulations or permits previously 
adopted or issued pursuant to the law relating to the use of 
buildings or premises nor is it intended by this ordinance to 
interfere with, or abrogate or annul any easement, covenant 
or other agreements, between parties, provided, however, that 
where this ordinance imposes a greater restriction upon the 
use of buildings or premises than is imposed or required by 
such existing provisions of law or ordinance or by such rules, 
regulations or permits, or by such easements, covenants, or 
agreements, the provisions of this ordinance shall control. 


SECTION IV. Any building now used for any purpose in- 
consistent with the provisions of this ordinance may continue 
to be so used, and may be reconstructed or structurally alter- 
ed, subject to the following regulations. 


_.1, No non-conforming use shall be enlarged at the expense 
of a conforming use. 


2. Nothing herein contained shall require any change in 
the plans construction or designated use for which any build- 
ing, now under construction, or for which plans have been 
prepared, provided a copy of such plans be filed with the 
Board of Appeals within 30 days after the adoption of this 
ordinance and actual construction started within 90 days after 
the adoption of this ordinance, and diligently prosecuted until 
the completion of the building. 


Nothing in this ordinance shall prevent the restoration of a 
building wholly or in part for the use existing at the time of 
its destruction. Nothing in this ordinance shall prevent the 
restoration of a wall declared unsafe by the Board of Appeals 
or by their duly designated representative. 
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SECTION V. The complete abandonment of a non-con- 
forming use for a period of six months shall constitute a revo- 
cation of such use. 


SECTION VI. All new construction and remodeling shall 
conform in general to other structures and dwellings in the 
neighborhood and no buildings shall be constructed which 
manifestly depreciate the value of property in a given part of 
the town. 


Proposals and plans for construction shall be first submit- 
ted to the Board of Appeals for their inspection and approval. 


SECTION VII. Any application for approval of a non- 
conforming use of either buildings or land when submitted 
to the Board of Appeals must be accompanied by the signed 
consent of seventy-five per cent of the residents or owners 
within a 500 foot radius of the proposed use. 


SECTION VIII. The Selectmen of the Town of Camden 
shall constitute the Board of Appeals for the interpretation 
and enforcement of this ordinance and shall hear and adjust 
all complaints arising under the same and shall determine the 
fitness or the unfitness of the various uses of buildings and 
all other matters pertaining to the operation of this ordinance. 

SECTION IX. This ordinance shall become effective when 
adopted by a majority vote of those present at a regular town 
meeting held in and for the said Town of Camden.

State Auditor’s Comments 


Supplementary to Report on Page 55 


Cash received, as recorded, was properly account- 
ed for and substantiated by receipts; and the cash 
balance properly reconciled to the bank balance. 


Expenditures were made from properly authoriz- 
ed warrants and all payments made by check. 


The records of the Tax Collector were examined 
and, as far as we could ascertain, all taxes committed 
were found to be properly accounted for either in 
cash, properly authorized abatements or are still 
outstanding. 


Trust Fund Investments, consisting of Bonds, 
Stock and Savings Deposits, were verified by inspec- 
tion. 


Other funds verified and substantiated by savings 
deposit books were the Teachers’ Retirement Fund; 
the special account for the payment of the matured 
town bond not presented for payment, and the Sink- 
ing Fund for Interest, which was established to com- 
ply with the vote of the town relative to any unex- 
pended balance in the Town Debt Account to be 
deposited in a Sinking Fund. 


With reference to the Notes Receivable on file and 
the sewer taxes outstanding, we recommend that 
some disposition be made during the ensuing year, 
rather than to continue to carry these amounts on 
the books for an indefinite period as assets of the 
town.

Notice to Taxpayers 


Sec. 70, Chapter 13, Revised Statutes 1930 


Before making an assessment, the assessors shall 
give seasonable notice in writing to the inhabitants 
by posting notifications in some public place in the 
town, or shall notify them, in such other way as the 
town at its annual meeting directs, to make and 
bring into them true and perfect lists of their polls 
and all their estates real and personal, not by law 
exempt from taxation, of which they were possessed 
on the first day of April of the same year. If any 
resident owner after such notice does not bring in 
such list, he is hereby barred of his right to make 
application to the assessors or the county commis-

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Report of Fire Department 


This year, I am able to report a fire loss of about 
$10,000 less than last year, the worst fire for the 
year was at Packard’s Market, amounting to about 
$7,000 in stock, fixtures and building all covered by 
insurance. Out of our $9,435.32 loss for the year 
only a small part was a loss to taxation, stock and 
| _ fixtures of the Packard Market not being replaced. 
| Under the present world conditions, I feel that it is 
the duty of every citizen as well as every fireman to 
do all in his power to prevent fire and keep our rec- aay 
ords low.

Notice to Taxpayers 


Sec. 70, Chapter 13, Revised Statutes 1930 


Before making an assessment, the assessors shall 
give reasonable notice in writing to the inhabitants 
by posting notifications in some public place in the 
town, or shall notify them, in such other way as the 
town at its annual meeting directs, to make and 
bring into them true and perfect lists of their polls 
and all their estates real and personal, not by law 
exempt from taxation, of which they were possessed 
on the first day of April of the same year. If any 
resident owner after such notice does not bring in 
such list, he is hereby barred of his right to make 
application to the assessors or the county commis- 
sioners for any abatement of his taxes, unless he of- 
fers such list with his application and satisfies them 
that he was unable to offer it at the time appointed. 


Town Manager’s Report | 


Priorities and war time labor conditions curtailed 
public improvements during the year of 1942. The 
only road improvement made was on Howe Hill, 
where a ‘Special Resolve’ was available from the 
State. One-half mile of road was constructed to state 
specifications. No other State money was available 
for construction work this year. 


Effort was made to keep in repair the roads we 
have built, but we were unable to secure sufficient 
tar for surface treatment. The Government allowed 
only about twenty-five per cent of normal year’s re- 
quirements to be shipped into Camden for mainten- 
ance purposes; consequently, sooner or later, the 
roads will suffer. It was impossible to get permission 
from the government to purchase asphalt for side- 
walk purposes. 


- Just to mention one of the priority difficulties it 
took six months to scale the barriers of the various 
Federal agencies to get permission to buy a truck 
and snow plow. 


The need for the truck was unquestionable and 
as winter approached fewer and fewer trucks were 
available for hire, and had it not been for the new 
outfit, the town would have had to rely on the slow 
moving tractor plow to handle the bulk of snow re- 
moval. 


The bright side of the Camden picture centers 
around the condition of the industries. The mills,

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shipyard, and the small industries have provided a 
payroll never reached before in the history of Cam- 
den. 


No one able to work should be idle, and sickness 
is the only excuse for public charity. 


The Federal Government closed the Sewing pro- 
ject July 30. An average of 15 women were employ- 
ed there. Between January 1 and July 30, they had 
made 999 garments for the Government and 3,816 
garments for the town. Payrolls for that period 
amounted to $4,839.60. All W. P. A. work in Maine 
has been discontinued for the duration. 


Food Stamps for surplus Commodities are being 
discontinued Mar. 1, 1948. 


Since we have been unable to carry on municipal 
activities as usual owing to lack of material and 
scarcity of labor, we have tried to do things actually 
necessary for the good of the town. We have failed 
in some instances such as in the care of the shade 
trees where skilled labor could not be procured. 


In a number of the appropriations we are tarrying 
forward, to next year, balances which will reflect 
materially in appropriations for 1943. The balances 
carried forward total nearly twenty thousand dol- 
lars which is covered by a cash balance of an equal 
amount. 


On account of curtailed expenditures and the pay- 
ment of back taxes, it was possible to make pay- 
ments on bonds not yet due. Although our bonds 
are not callable, several owners of bonds cooperated, 
for the good of the town, by turning in their bonds 
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due in 1945, and later years, for payment. I believe 
it is possible to clean up our Town Debt in 1944 if 
we can get the cooperation of the owners of the 
bonds. 


This year we have paid, in addition to the appro- 
priation made last March, an amount of $13,400.00 
for bonds due in 1945 and after, in addition to the 
$5,000.00 note the town gave to the Cemetery As- 
sociation 25 years ago. 


At the end of the heating season, it was discover- 
ed that the boiler used to heat the Fire Station was 
beyond repair, and bids were taken for a new boiler. 
A contract was awarded to F. L. Spear, and the ex- 
pense of same was charged to the Incidental Ac- 
count.. At the same time, it was decided to heat the 
shed adjoining the Station used to house the snow 
plowing equipment. Repairs were made to the shed 
and radiation installed; the expense of this was 
charged to the Snow Removal Account. 


In the early spring the Government wanted the 
scow which had been used at the Town Landing. It 
was sold to the Government through John Bird for 
$1,300.00. The Shipyard built us a new float for the 
same figure. 


Considerable work was done at Oak Hill Ceme- 
tery in improving the appearance of the grounds. 


There are very few overdrawn accounts; the ex- 
tra expense under the Special Road Resolve was 
caused by work done on the road to Lewis Pendle- 
ton’s; War Risk Insurance caused an overdraft in 
the Insurance Account.

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To enumerate the various activities under Civilian 
Defense would be too great a task, but appreciation 
should be extended to each and every one who has 
so generously given of his time in making our organ- 
ization successful. I will not attempt to praise any 
individual, or group of individuals, for in an organi- 
zation such as this, each group has a special duty to 
perform, and I am convinced everyone has tried to 
do his or her part, whether it be a warden, first aider, 
canteen, motor corps or any other group. 


- In behalf of the Civilian Defense Council I wish 
to thank one and all for their cooperation in carry- 
ing on the duties of their office; in attending to the 
arduous duties at the Observation Post and Control 
Center, and the wonderful cooperation of our indus- 
tries, merchants, and residents, during blackouts, 
and adhering so well to the recent dimout regula- 
tions. 


An attempt was made to get a list of all Camden 
men, boys, and girls in the Service and to print such 
a list in the Town Report, but the response from par- 
ents, or other relatives, was not accurate enough to 
print at the present time. - 


We would be pleased to receive information from 
time to time so that we may have a complete Service 
record in the town office.

Report of Fire Department 


This year, I am able to report a fire loss of $6,284.- 
00, much less than last year, the heaviest loss was 
at the Hughes Woolen Mill, and the largest part of 
this loss was done by the Sprinkler System rather 
than by fire. This total loss does not affect the tax 
valuation of the town, ali the property in which fire 
took place has been repaired or rebuilt. 


Under the present world conditions we feel we 
have been very fortunate to keep this loss down and 
we feel that the citizens of the town are getting more 
and more fire conscious as the time goes on. Fire 
prevention and fire safety are just as important as 
fire fighting and a great deal can be done on your 
part to cut this loss to a minimum. 


We are still trying to bring our equipment up to 
date by remodeling the old ambulance into a com- 
bination hose truck, ambulance and pumping en- 
gine by installing a 500 gailon per minute pump of 
the Government loan on the front end and a 500 gal- 
lon per minute trailer for the rear, also of Govern- 
ment loan. We have installed a 100 gallon booster 
tank inside with the forest pump on top of the tank 
and added partitions for hose in the body and ladder 
racks on the outside of the top. When completed 
this will be the most modern utility truck in this sec- 
tion of the state and will replace the old 1919 Cadil- 
lac hose truck after the war. When commissioned it 
will do all the chimney fire and still alarm work tak- 
ing the place of the big Seagrave truck. 
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We are continually adding new equipment as fast 
as it is available for us to have. Some of this equip- 
ment takes a year or more to get so we have it on 
order for later delivery. 


We have earried on our First Aid work until I 
think most every one in town knows something about 
it. The Chemical Warfare classes are at a standstill 
just now but we have a goodly number already 
trained. 


So far the War has taken only four of our men, 
Earl Dodge and Harold Wiley being in foreign ser- 
vice and Norman Bowley and Eddie Dodge in train- 
ing in this country.

As your local Milk Inspector, I have signed 27 
ecards during the past year for Producer’s licenses, 
to sell milk and cream in the town of Camden. The 
State has signed 3, a total of 30 for the year. 


There are 14 stores retailing milk and cream. I 
have inspected the same and found them licensed 
as required. 


We have taken 40 samples of milk and cream, 
which were sent to Orono to be analyzed. All passed 
up to the standard except a few Gases. 


The sanitary condition of the barns are as good as 
in previous years. 


Owing to the war we must look for changes in 
milk deliveries. 


I believe the producers are interested in producing 
a good quality of milk and cream, which is proven 
by the amount sold (about 1600 ats. daily) with a 
very few complaints.

Report of Health Officer 


Public Health is more important this year than 
ever before. During war time there seems to be a 
general increase in all types of illnesses especially 
communicable diseases. This increase is already de- 
veloping and it is the duty of every parent and citi- 
zen to take a personal responsibility in the control 
of illnesses. 


There are still a great many householders who are 
not reporting diseases. Just one case not being re- 
ported, so that care and advice can be given con- 
tacts, can and will start an epidemic of a contagious 
disease. 


It seemed wise, following a diagnosis of five cases 
of scarlet fever in December, to close the schools 
for a week to eliminate any more contacts. and to 
discover any cases that might already have been ex- 
posed. The results were very satisfactory. School 
children stayed at home for their full week, and it 
was only in this way that results could be obtained. 
For that I would like to express my appreciation to 
both pupils and parents for their cooperation. 


There is, at the present time, a number of cases 
of mumps. The most of these cases have been mild 
and for this reason more contacts have been made 
but so far there does not seem to be an alarming 
number of cases.

School examinations which include vision tests, 
nose and throat, heart and lungs, teeth and posture, 
have been completed, with increased emphasis given 
to physical examinations in the upper grades and 
high school. Due to the Victory Corps Program it 
seemed wise to give more thorough examinations of 
the heart and lungs so as to eliminate those stu- 
dents who should not take such a strenuous course 
at the present time. 
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Inoculations for diphtheria were given to 390 pu- 
pils. The toxoid was given in two instalments a 
month apart which is considered the most effective 
procedure for immunizing children. 


Due to war conditions and the decrease of doctors 
and our constantly increasing population it seemed 
necessary to teach children personal and community 
hygiene. With this in mind weekly classes have been 
started in the lower grades to develop self training 
in health habits which includes communicable di- 
seases and their control. 


Cod-liver-oil which has been given for the last few 
years has been continued this year and in place of 
our regular milk program the Government Penny 
Milk plan has been substituted which gives all chil- 
dren a chance to have milk in school if they wish. 
An average of about six to seven thousand bottles 
of milk monthly are being used. The number varies 
according to holidays and vacations. 


It seems safe to say that the last few years has 
seen a general increase for the better, in the physi- 
cal condition of the children. It is especially notice- 
able in the care and development of their teeth. This 
is also due to the desire on the part of the child to be 
physically fit and to win his pin and certificate.

The American Legion Awards for Citizenship to 
the girl and boy chosen by their class from among 
the ten highest ranking pupils for marked character- 
istics in Citizenship were won by Peter Paul Mc- 
Grath and Gwendolyn Tedford and Doris Nickerson, 
between whom the prize was divided. 

May I remind the citizens of Camden that our 
Schools have taken no small part in the ever increas- 
ing demands made on them by the WAR EFFORT. 
In the high school we have added several courses 
known as Pre-Induction courses to help in fitting our 
young folks for whatever part they may be called 
to fill. Courses in review mathmatics, pre-flight 
training and other correlated subjects to the war ef- 
fort have been introduced. 

War savings in stamps and bonds has been a regu- 
lar weekly program as well as the salvage program. 
A High School Victory Corps has been organized 
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which primarily trains students for early induction 
into the war services, it also encourages their par- 
ticipation in the war programs of the community. U. 
S. Commissioner Studebaker urges that schools give 
increased attention to the physical fitness program, 
and modify their daily schedules so as to provide 
for this necessary training of our youth. Mr. Dailey 
has taken over this part of the Victory Corps pro- 
gram and has made a splendid start in the work. 


In the WAR SAVINGS program Camden schools 
have purchased stamps and bonds to the amount of 
$4,645.25 from September to February 12th. 


Our teachers with the help of several volunteers 
have registered and issued War Ration Book No. 1, 
registered and issued gasoline books twice, register- 
ed for fuel oil, and will register and issue War Ration 
Book No. 2. With all this we have tried to carry on 
the regular work of the schools. 


May I express my personal appreciation to the 
teachers and helpers for their splendid work and to 
the citizens generally for their cooperation.

Notice to Taxpayers 


sec. 70, Chapter 13, Revised Statues 1930 


Before making an assessment, the assessors shall 
give reasonable notice in writing to the inhabitants 
by posting notification in some public place in’ the 
town, or shall notify them, in such other way as the 
town at its annual meeting directs, to make and 
bring into them true and perfect lists of their polls 
and all their estates real and personal, not by law 
exempt from taxation, of which they were possessed 
on the first day of April of the same year. If any 
resident owner after such notice does not bring in 
such list, he is hereby barred of his right to make 
application to the assessors or the county commis- 
sioners for any abatement of his taxes, unless he of- 
fers such list with his application and satisfies them 
‘that he was unable to offer it at the time appointed.

Town Manager’s Report 


1944 should be a “Red Letter” year in the history 
of Camden & 


The town at their annual meeting should raise 
$3,100.00 over the amount necessary to raise for 
bonds maturing this coming year, in order to be free 
from debt in 1944. : 


The Selectmen have signed an agreement with 
the Camdeén National Bank to hold in trust all funds 
turned over to the bank for the payment of bonds 
and coupons falling due for the years 1945-46 and 
AT. 


You will note in this report that $7,000.00, bal- 
ance of 1943 appropriation for bond retirement, to- 
gether with the balance of interest appropriation, 
amounting to $451.50, has been deposited in this 
trust fund. 


It is also interesting to compare our present assets 
and liabilities with those of previous years. At pres- 
ent the amount of uncollected taxes and accounts re- 
ceivable is small, having either been paid or abated, 
and the property on which tax liens have foreclosed 
has been set up as tax acquired property, and writ- 
ten off from assets of the town. | 


Unexpended balances of 1943 appropriations 
have been carried forward to 1944. 


The cash balance is more than sufficient to take 
care of appropriation accounts carried forward. 
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Tax collections for 1943 commitment amounted to 
more than 98 per cent. 


Permanent improvements for the town have suf- 
fered again this year on account of manpower short- 
age, and priorities for materials. We were able to 
get enough tar for surface treatment of roads but 
could not get materials for sidewalks. 


We were unable to buy a tractor sidewalk plow, 
but were fortunate to be able to buy a 1 1-2 ton 
truck to help in the snow removal program. 


The balance from excise tax is carried forward to 
next year, and it is hoped we will be able to buy a 
tractor in 1944. 


We have tried to maintain necessary service 
with a small crew. 


I will call to your attention the amount of poor 
relief, which is the smallest expenditure since 1921, 
due partly to old age assistance grants, and partly 
to work furnished in the mills and shipyards. 


Local payrolls have reached an ali time high; we 
are informed that the local shipyard has furnished 
approximately four hundred thousand man days of 
employment, and a payroll of two million, two hun- 
dred and ninety thousand dollars. 


We had planned to print the State Auditor’s re- 
port in full this year, but on account of lack of help 
in the Herald office it was impossible to have the 
report in time for distribution. We have done our 
best to use all of the Auditor’s figures, but lack the 
numerous tables furnished in their report. 
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I would like to focus attention to the Health Of- 
ficer’s report, especially where it refers to vaccina- 
tions and inoculations. The State Health Department 
lays stress on all preventative measures to insure 
health, especially in these times of returning service 
men from Foreign Countries, and the security of 
local doctors in every community. 


In behalf of the municipal officers, I wish to thank 
the American Legion, and other service organiza- 
tions, for their efforts in erecting and dedicating 
the Memorial Tablet for Service men and women, 
and to Rev. William E. Berger for the introductory 
tribute dedicating our annual report to the cause of 
Freedom.

Report of Fire Department 


This year I am able to report the lowest fire loss 
Camden has ever experienced, $1,135.00 within the 
protected area. This loss does not effect the tax val- 
uation of the town, all buildings damaged by fire 
were repaired or rebuilt. 


Under the present world conditions we feel we 
have been very fortunate to keep this loss down and 
that the citizens are becoming more and more fire 
conscious as the times goes on. Fire prevention and 
fire safety are just as important as fire fighting and 
a great deal can be done on your part to keep this 
loss down to this year’s level. 


Our equipment is in very good condition and the 
boys take an interest in keeping it up. Our supply 
of hose is down due to the restrictions put on by the 
War Production Board. However, we think that it 
will be released some time this year, and we will be 
allowed to build up our supply to the normal 
amount or enough to replace wet hose with dry 
without waiting for it to dry in the tower. We were 
lucky to have a good supply of small equipment on 
hand and have it last, with good care, until the war 
is over. Some materials ordered two years ago are 
just coming in now. 


It is with a great deal of pleasure and satisfaction 
that I report that the twelve boys of the Auxiliary 
Firemen have done an outstanding job as helpers to 
the regular firemen in this shortage of man power. 
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In several cases they have taken their places like 
veterans and carried on their jobs. This was a great 
relief to the officers of the department. 

The Armed Service still have three of our men, 
Archie Plaisted, Norman Bowley and Harold 
Wiley. Eddie Dodge and LeForest Earl Dodge have 
returned with service discharges. 

We expect to carry on an extensive training pro- 
gram under the Civilian Defense and Department of 
Education to prepare us for the changes that are 
bound to come after the War. 

We are working on plans for a much needed new 
Fire Station; we have the Architect’s sketches of the 
floor plans and a building to be in keeping with the 
Library building. This is to be post-war work.

In order that the Department of Health and Wel- 
fare may keep accurate records each town is asked 
to report through its health officer, by householders, 
if no doctor is needed, the kinds and the number of 
contagious diseases. Unless each family cooperates 
in reporting, the health officer is unable to carry out 
his duties as prescribed by the laws of the State of 
Maine. To help each householder the following list 
provides the usual periods of incubation of the re- 
portable diseases. 


Chicken, pox, 14 to 21 days. 
Diphtheria, 2 to 5 days, possibly 7. 
Dysentery, about 3 days. 

German Measles, 2 to 8 weeks. 
Measles, 10 to 14 days. 

Mumps, 14 to 21 days. 
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Scarlet Fever, 2 to 7 days. 

Septic sore throat, 1 to 4 days. 

Small pox, 8 to 16 days. 

Typhoid Fever, 1 to 3 weeks. 

. Whooping Cough, 4 to 14 days. 

Such diseases as Diphtheria, Small Pox, Typhoid 
Fever.and Whooping Cough are listed on the whole 
as Preventable Diseases. Parents are urged to take 
advantage of the use of inocculations to prevent the 
spread of these -diseases. Service men and women 
returning from the battle fronts will bring into our 
country diseases that will rapidly spread among the 
civilians. All those who protect themselves will be 
immune and illnesses will be kept at a minimum. Va- 
-ecinations and inoculations will be offered free of 
charge, from time to time, and it is the duty of each 
and every citizen, because of the scarcity of local 
doctors, to care for himself and his children to the 
best of his ability.

ATR 

These ocean-going salvage ships are a new type of 
Naval combat vessel, 167’ overall, and_ heavily 
armed. They were developed in the early years of 
the war by the British to save or salvage large ships 
in trouble as a result of enemy action. It has been 
publicly stated that a very few of them around the 
coasts of England in the first three years of the war 
saved over two and a half million tons of shipping. 


Barges 

This is the only work undertaken by the Shipyard 
for the Maritime Commission. These barges were 
designed to bring coal to New England and relieve 
the burden on the railroads. They carry 1350 or 
more tons. °

The Guide and the Governor were the first two 
ships built by the Shipyard under its wartime pro- 
gram, being built experimentally before America 
entered the War. ° | 

C. W. W. 

This was a 75’ dragger with a fish capacity of 
ninety thousand pounds built for Captain Carver of 
Rockland, but immediately taken over by the Navy 
upon delivery, for war-time purposes. 

APc 

This class was 106’, being adapted from the 
AMc’s, but designed for invasion and small trans- 
port service. Some of these ships were delivered to 
our Allies under Lend-Lease and the remainder have 
seen active service in the Southwest Pacific.

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REPORT OF SCHOOL NURSE 


In addition to the usual routine examinations 
given each child, Health Habit Classes were held in 
the lower grades last year ending in May. Children 
were taught to practice the health habit rules they 
learned each day and the reason why these habits 
are important to the life of a growing child. Classes 
were started in the Junior High Grades, in Septem- 
ber, stressing prevention of diseases, community 
health and hygiene with first aid being given the 
Sth grade. 

In April a dental clinic was held and nineteen 
children were given complete dental correction in- 
cluding extractions, fillings, some of which were 
porcelain as well as silver, and prophylaxis. 

There seems to be some misunderstanding in re- 
gard to the examinations given by the Optometrists. 
The three buildings are divided between the two 
local men. Any child found to have questionable vis- 
ion and should receive further examination is taken 
to the office of the Optometrists doing the examina- 
tions. If the child is found to need glasses, or needs 
a change in his present glasses, a notice is sent to 
the parents or they are visited by the school nurse. 
They may take the child to any optometrist or ocu- 
list they prefer. This type of examination is much 
more thorough and is part of the regular routine. 

During March and April a vaccination Clinic was 
held in the schools. Doctor Carswell, then school 
physician, vaccinated about 300 children. 

Permission slips have been returned for about 
150 students in the upper grades and High School 
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to be skin-tested for tuberculosis.which will be fol- 
lowed by x-ray if found to be positive. Fifteen chil- 
dren are being followed up regularly by x-ray that 
have had positive reactions in the past. 

Cod-liver-oil has been given in the lower grades 
up to and including the two divisions of the 6th. 
Milk was discontinued this year because of the ex- 
pected shortage and also because of the better work- 
ing conditions. 

In addition to the routine work at.the school the 
nurse is on call at all buildings during the entire 
school week to be of any assistance to the pupils, 
teachers and parents.

The American Legion Awards for Citizenship to 
the girl and boy chosen by their classmates from 
among the ten high ranking students for marked 
characteristics in citizenship were won by Sara Hary 
and Douglas Libby. 
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We are fortunate that we could hold our teaching 
force pretty much intact this year when so many 
teachers in other towns are leaving for more lucra- 
tive positions. We had one resignation last June, 
Mrs. Mildred Gould, who has been teaching in Cam- 
den many years.:Her position has been ably filled 
by Norma Butterfields a graduate of Gorham Nor- 
mal School with the degree of B. S. in Education. 
We lost Laurence Daily, the Physical Education In- 
structor, to the Armed Forces. 


For the year 1943 the average school rate in the 
State was .01485 while the school rate for Camden 
was .00869. 


We received from the State School Fund more 
than $2,800 over the amount for last year, due to the 
increase in subsidy for teaching positions from $100 
to $190 by act of the last Legislature. We were able 
to make substantial increases in the salaries of our 
teachers by this increase which helps them meet 
the increase in living costs. 

We have been unable to employ a man to take 
Mr. Dailey’s place in the field of Physical Education. 
Dr. Melvin Dorr of the Baptist Church, kindly of- 
fered his services to assist the boys athletic teams, 
and Miss Helen McCobb of the High School faculty 
has been coaching the girls basketball teams. We 
appreciate their willingness to help. . 

The sale of War Stamps and Bonds has been a 
weekly program in all schools and all have done re- 
markably well. The maturity value of Bonds sold 
to February 18 is $15,415.00, and the amount in 
War Stamps $5,831.50. The teachers and pupils 
have done a remarkable job in the salvage program. 


ea CAMDEN TOWN REPORT 


I wish to commend to the parents of Camden pu- 
pils the Parent-Teacher Association. There is no 
group of citizens that can do more for Camden 
schools than a real live and active P-T-A: I hope the 
parents will get interested in this endeavor and give 
it all the support it deserves. 

This year we hope to maké a start toward a new 
High School building. I believe that most citizens 


know the need and I hope that the voters will appro- - 


priate a sum of money to be used as a sinking fund 
for this purpose. We should be in a position to take 
advantage of whatever post-war building program 
seems advisable. 

I want to express my personal appreciation to the 
teachers, pupils and citizens generally for their 
splendid cooperation in the war effort and for the 
loyalty to the whole school program.
